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Firm and Garden. 

Cut oat the canea from rasp- 
berries liberally, and cot them 
low down. Too many canes in 
& hill will not produce as well aa 
a tew strong and stocky onea. 

Feed the plants by feeding the 
ground. By robbing the soil yon 
rob yourself. Nothing is gained 
by attempting to grow a crop 
upon land that cannot supply the 
necessary plant food. The labor 
and time will only be wasted. 
The crop may thrive tor a while, 
but it will fail at a critical per- 
iod. 

The better the preparation of 
the soil the loss seed will te re- 
quired. Msny failures in the 
seed are not due so mnch to lack 
of vitality in the seed as to the 
unfavorable condition of the 
ground. It is always a matter of 
chance germination when seed is 
broad casted and left to be cover- 
ed by the washing of the rain, 
and the harder and tirtuer the 
seed-bed the greater the difficulty 
in securing a crop from the seed. 
Pulverize the soil, harrow it down 
as tine as possible and then bru*h 
the seed in. 


Open To The Atr. 
In earlier days and milder 
climates houses were open to the 
air, and necessity tor ventilation 
was not felt. The most Istal 
diseases at that time were of the 
lower viscera, the infection being 
introduced through the stomach 
when not directly into the blood, 
and mostly from contaminated 
water. There arose then a gen- 
eral conviction that water was 
an unwholesome drink uutil 
purified by heat or ferment, as 
in making broth, beer, eider or 
wine. And in the case of welle 
in walled cities; closely crowded 
for safety against human enemies, 
this conclusion was no doubt 
correct. Now, even in the open 
country, with our airtight stoves 
and air tight walls, floors and 
windows, we are endangered 
more through the lungs. A late 
writer says that out-door atmos- 
phere, even in the emokiestt 
grimiest quarters of a city, ia 
hundredfold freer from disease 
germs than the average indoor 
air of a crowded lodging house, 
and that a neglected bedroom on 
an open mountain side may be 
far more unwholesome than a 
well-aired basement in the Blums 
of New York.— New York Trib- 
une.
